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The Gospel, Its Effect. Why? 


MRS. C. H. STANDIFER 


For some reason I feel led to write on 
this subject. I trust it will be a blessing to 
someone and Jesus will be glorified. 


FIRST, WE TAKE UP THE 
GOSPEL 

What is the gospel? It is good news or 
tidings. Paul says in Romans 1:16, “I am 
not ashamed of the gospel of Christ: for 
it is the power of God unto salvation to 
every one that believeth.” 

The Hebrew and Greek words for sal- 
vation imply the ideas of deliverance, 
safety, preservation, healing, and sound- 
ness. So we see the gospel is the power of 
God to deliver, to make safe, to heal, etc. 
Some claim they are preaching the gospel, 
but they tell folks that they can’t be de- 
livered from sin and that there’s no safe- 
ty. They say you can’t know if you’ve 
saved, or not until death. They also say 
that you can’t be healed, etc. That may 
be a gospel, but the gospel saves, delivers, 
heals, keeps, etc. 

Matthew, the third chapter, in the be- 
ginning of the gospel, John the Baptist 
preached to the people to repent and be 
baptized. He also told them that there was 
coming One that was mightier than he 
that would baptize with the Holy Ghost 
and fire. 


THE EFFECT OF THE GOSPEL 
AND WHY? 

Did John’s preaching have an effect 
on the people? Yes. Matt. 3:5, 6, “Then 
went out to him Jerusalem, and all Ju- 
dea, and all the region round about Jor- 
dan, . . . confessing their sins.” The 
Bible says that John was filled with the 
Holy Ghost from his mother’s womb. For 
the gospel to have an effect it must be 
preached as 1 Peter 1:12, with the Holy 
Ghost sent down from heaven. 

We see our great example, JESUS, be- 
fore He began preaching the gospel, He 
submitted Himself to the baptism of 
John; and the Holy Ghost came upon 
Him. 

What else did He do? Luke 4:1. He 
was led by the Spirit into the wilderness 
to be tempted of Satan. For forty days 
He was with the wild beasts. He fasted 
all this time and He overcame the devil. 
Though He was the Son of God, He did it 
for our example. 

What did He do when the forty days 
were ended? Verse 14 says, “And Jesus 
returned in the power of the Spirit into 
Galilee: and there went out a fame of 
him through all the region round about.” 
He went as His custom was, into the 
synagogue and stood up to read. He read 
the prophecy of Isaiah, as it is written in 
Luke 4:18, “The Spirit of the Lord is 
upon me, because he hath anointed me to 
preach the gospel to the poor; he hath 


sent me to heal the broken-hearted, to 
preach deliverance to the captives, and 
recovering of sight to the blind, to set at 
liberty them that are bruised.” 


What happened when He sat down? 
Verse 20, “The eyes of all them that were 
in the synogogue were fastened on him.” 
Why? Because He was in the power of 
the Spirit. He had obeyed the Spirit and 
overcome the devil. 

For the gospel to have an effect the 
speaker must be anointed from God and 
preach under the anointing of the Spirit. 

Some may ask, “Why doesn’t the gos- 
pel have the same effect today?” One 
trouble, my friend, I believe with all my 
heart, is that some ministers fail to over- 
come the devil in every way before they 
start in the ministry, as Jesus did. If the 
Son of God, our example, had to fast 
forty days to overcome the devil, what 
will we have to do to be successful min- 
isters? I believe every minister should give 
his full time to prayer and studying the 
Word as in Acts 6:4. But, my brother 
and sister, it takes the power of God to 
make the gospel effective. In order to 
have power, we must overcome the devil 
in every way. That’s why so many preach- 
ers fall; they fail to fast and pray, and 
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overcome; therefore they get their eyes 
on a little maid or the other man’s wife 
and make shipwreck. Jesus was tempted 
yet without sin. He overcame the devil. 
God help us to be examples. 

Sister, if we are going to preach the 
gospel let us be examples. If we get in the 
pulpit with our skirts short like the 
world, that isn’t right and it will hinder 
our message from being effective. Some 
Church of God folk say, “Why, you look 
so sloppy with your skirt long.” You may 
look that way to the world, but you look 
more modest and Christlike to me with 
them longer than some I have seen. You 
may not get to preach in as many pulpits 
as if ygu would dress more up-to-date, 
but I would rather have the blessings and 
approval of God on me than to compro- 
mise and lower the standard. 

Matt. 10:1, when Jesus called His dis- 
ciples and sent them out to preach, He 
gave them power over unclean spirits, to 
heal the sick, etc. 

In Luke 10:17, we read where some 
came back rejoicing because devils were 
subject to them. Their preaching had an 
effect. 

We see in Luke 24:49, before Jesus 
went away, He told the disciples to tarry 
in Jerusalem until they were endued with 
power. So after His ascension they re- 
turned to the upper room to wait for the 
promise.

Prov. 29:18, “Where there is no vision, 
the people perish.” 

Let’s notice Peter. When Jesus was 
walking on the sea some of the disciples, 
as they caught a glimpse of Jesus, said, 
“That is a spirit.” Of course, we know 
that is the way of some people today, they 
just get a glimpse of Him and not a real 
vision. When they get sick and you go 
to pray for them and find the doctor 
there, when you begin to talk to them 
about trusting God they will tell you 
God is a spirit, just as we were taught 
when we were children, that when He 
comes all the good people will go up and 
the bad people will go down and then we 
will be like a vision or dream, just float- 


‘ing around somewhere in the open space. 


Well, of course, if that were right we 
could not bear the cross and when any- 
one mistreated us we would not care if 
our sanctification didn’t act quickly. 
When we get sick, if we are very bad 
off, we couldn’t afford to take any 
chance on a glimpse. It takes the vision 
for I had rather be here on earth preach- 
ing the Church of God than floating 
around like a dream. Hadn’t you? But 
when we get the vision of eternal life and 
joy, with the redeemed of all ages on the 


other side of the river, on the shores of 
sweet deliverance, where mortality shall 
never possess our beings, neither shall our 
bodies be weatherbeaten or racked with 
pain, but we will be perfect, not only in 
spirit but in person, thank God! don’t tell 
us that we will just be a spirit after this 
life. I already have the vision. 

Now let’s get back to Peter.: The dis- 
ciples said Jesus was a spirit. Some of 
them said, It is the real Jesus Christ. Peter 
said, as he got the vision, “Lord, if it be 
thou, bid me come.” Jesus said to him the 
same thing that He is saying to the whole 
world, “Come,” the same as to say, “Come 
unto me.” Then Peter, with the vision of 
course, stepped out and walked on the 
sea, losing the sight of the things he was 
leaving behind, with his eyes centered on 
the Prince of Peace. But just a little while 
before he was ready to fall in the arms 
of the man whom the winds and waves 
obey, or take hold of the Rock of Ages, 
he THOUGHT OF HIS STANDING. 
Then, as thousands of others have done, 
when he thought of his standing he lost 
the vision and began to sink, because 
where there is no vision the people perish. 
What was Peter’s standing worth while

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Vision of Armageddon 

‘And I looked, and behold a white 
cloud, and upon the cloud one sat like un- 
to the Son of man, having on his head a 
golden crown, and in his hand a sharp 
sickle. And another angel came out of 
the temple, crying with a loud voice to 
him that sat on the cloud, Thrust in thy 
sickle, and reap: for the time is come for 
thee to reap; for the harvest of the earth 
is ripe. And he that sat on the cloud 
thrust in his sickle on the earth; and the 
earth was reaped. And another angel came 
out of the temple which is in heaven, he 
also having a sharp sickle. And another 
angel came out from the altar, which had 
power over fire; and cried with a loud 
cry to him that had the sharp sickle, say- 
ing, Thrust in thy sharp sickle, and 
gather the clusters of the vine of the 
earth; for her grapes are fully ripe. And 
the angel thrust in his sickle into the 
earth, and gathered the vine of the earth, 
and cast it into the great winepress of the 
wrath of God. And the winepress was 
trodden without the city, and blood came 
out of the winepress, even unto the horse 
bridles, by the space of a thousand and 
six hundred furlongs, Rev. 14:14-20. 

A great voice was heard from heaven 
encouraging the people during the last 
half of the tribulation week to stand 
true, to give their testimony and to be 
martyred for the Word of God. But in 
our scripture lesson today the time had 
come for martyrdom to cease. Jesus ap- 
pears on the clouds of heaven and He has 
on His head a golden crown and in His 
hand a sharp sickle. An angel cries to 
Jesus and says, “Thrust in thy sickle and 
reap for the earth is ripe.” This is the 
vine of the earth referred to and by their 
transgressions they are ready for punish- 
ment, but just at this time two angels 
appear who have reap hooks. This signi- 
fies that there will be two reapings. The 
remaining saints who will be slain or 
gathered to the Lord are the gleaning of 


the harvest, and the wicked that the vine 
represents will be gathered into the wine- 
press of God’s wrath. These saints are 
the tribulation saints. The first and sec- 
ond resurrections will have already 
passed. Jesus was the first fruits, 1 Cor. 
15:20; the main harvest will be the rap- 
tured saints that will be taken up just be- 
fore the tribulation begins, or the first 
seal is broken. At this time the Son of 
man is to reap the vine of the earth. The 
vine of the earth will be thoroughly ripe 
just at the end of the tribulation week. 
From all appearances we feel that the 
time is drawing nigh for the rapture and 
soon the tribulation week will begin. This 
tribulation week will last seven years, 
and at the very end of the last three years 
and a half transgression will have come 
to a full and Jesus will come on the 


‘ clouds of heaven and gather together all 


the wicked and will thrust in His sickle 
and reap them. 

“Behold, the day of the Lord cometh, 
and thy spoil shall be divided in the midst 
of thee. For I will gather all nations 
against Jerusalem to battle; and the city 
shall be taken, and the houses rifled, and 
the women ravished; and half of the city 
shall go forth into captivity, and the res- 
idue of the people shall not be cut off 
from the city. Then shall the Lord go 
forth, and fight against those nations, as 
when he fought in the day of battle. And 
his feet shall stand in that day upon the 
mount of Olives, which is before Jerusa- 
lem on the east, and the mount of Olives 
shall cleave in the midst thereof toward 
the east and toward the west, and there 
shall be a very great valley; and half of 
the mountain shall remove toward the 
north, and half of it toward the south. 
And ye shall flee to the valley of the 
mountains; for the valley of the moun- 
tains shall reach unto Azal: yea, ye shall 
flee, like as ye fled from before the earth- 
quake in the days of Uzziah king of Ju- 
dah: and the Lord my God shall come, 
and all the saints with thee,” Zech. 14:1- 
5. 

In Rev. 19:11-16 Jesus comes on the 
clouds of heaven with all the hosts of 
heaven with Him. Zechariah describes 


this as the day of the Lord’s coming, and 
says, “thy spoil shall be divided in the 
midst of thee.” Antichrist will work with 
all his might to stamp out the last trace 
of religion, and will gather all nations to 
Jerusalem to battle. The 144,000 will 
be on Mount Zion sealed by the power of 
God. Antichrist will not be able to kill 
them, but he will succeed in destroying all 
the Christians, and just before Jesus 


comes back to reign a thousand years they’ 


are ready to ascend up into heaven, that 
is, the tribulation saints, which are rep- 
resented by the gleanings of the harvest. 
As soon as they are in glory standing 
around the throne they sing their song 
of redemption and Jesus descends from 
heaven. These armies of Antichrist arz 
ripe in transgression and they are the ones 
that represent the vine that Jesus is to 
gather together and cast into the wine- 
press. This winepress is to be outside of 
the city, and I am sure it is the valley 
that is made after Jesus places His feet 
on, the mount of Olives and it cleaves and 
makes the great valley of Jehoshaphat 
where Jesus is to judge the remnant of 
nations, 

As Jesus gathers these transgressors to- 
gether who have profaned the name of 
God and blasphemed His holy covenant 
and slain the two prophets and all the 
Christians except the 144,000, then He 
puts them in the winepress of His wrath. 
As the juice of the grapes were trodden 
or pressed out in this great press, so this 
army of Gentile unbelievers are to be 
pressed into battle and Jesus will destroy 
them with the brightness of His coming 
and the breath of His mouth, and it is 
then that the blood will run to the 
horses’ bits, and this is known as the 
battle of Armageddon. 

Joel prophesies concernng this, and 
says, ““Proclaim ye this among the Gen- 
tiles; prepare war, wake up the mighty 
men, let all the men of war draw near; 
let them come up; beat your plowshares 
into swords, and your pruninghooks into 
spears: let the wicked say, I am strong. 
Let the heathen be wakened, and come 
up to the valley of Jehoshaphat: for there 
will I sit to judge all the heathen round 
about. Put ye in the sickle, for the har- 
vest is ripe: come, get you down; for the 
press is full, the fats overflow, for their 
wickedness is great,” Joel 3:9, 10, 12, 13. 

When the Jews gathered their grapes 
they put them into the vats and trod out 
the wine with their bare feet, then they 
put them into the press and every bit of 
the juice was pressed out. So Jesus is seen 
at this time casting the armes of Anti- 
christ into the vat of His fury and Isaiah 
says He trod the winepress alone. 

“Who is this that cometh from Edom, 
with dyed garments from Bozrah? this 
that is glorious in his apparel, travelling 
in the greatness of his strength? I that

“And the very God of peace sanctify 
you wholly; and I pray God your whole 
spirit and soul and body be preserved 
blameless unto the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ,” 2 Thess. 5:23. 


The entire sanctification of spirit, soul 
and body is “unto,” that is, for the com- 
ing of the Lord. Does not this imply that 
herein is the preparation for meeting our 
Lord at His glorious appearing for which 
we are taught so often to look? And 
again, the promotion of brotherly love is 
coupled with this truth in order that we 
may be holy at the coming of our Lord 
and Savior Jesus Christ.

godly ones, His peculiar people, who are 
zealous for His cause and for His glory. 
And it is emphatically stated that he 
“that hath this hope (the hope of ap- 
pearing with Jesus, seeing Him as He is, 
and of sharing His glory) in him puri- 
fieth himself, even as he is pure,” 1 John 
333.

Jesus is the origin and source of life, so 
of necessity He is the consummation to 
which all life “born from above” directs 
its course, until “all appear with him in 
glory.” Col. 3:4. 

His followers may 
so live, but it is possible for them to sin. 
Someone has said that the true believer’s 
sin should be as “‘a railway accident, and 
never according to time table.” But Jesus 
is our “Advocate” and the “propitiation 
for our sins.” 1 John 2: 1, 2.

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Wonderfully Healed of T. B. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. — I promised 
the Lord if He would heal me of T. B. 
I would testify of it wherever I was. 

In February, 1939, I was carried to 
the Montgomery T. B. Sanatorium with 
T. B. in both lungs and throat. I was so 
weak I could not walk from the car into 
the hospital. A wheelchair was brought 
out and I was wheeled into the building. 
After an X-ray I was advised to go to 
bed and rest a while, then if I could gain 
a little strength go to Bizmingham to the 
T. B. hospital for an operation which is 
called the rib operation. The doctor told 
me they would probably take out eight 
or nine ribs from my right side and 
maybe part of the right shoulder blade. 
He said the operation would cost me 
about one hundred dollars. I agreed to go. 
My husband said go, so I was wheeled in 
and put in bed. We had a few patients out 
there who had taken this operation. Some 
were doing very well, some were not. One 
of the patients has died since I left. I 
stayed about seven or eight days but I 
felt led to go home and trust the Lord, 
live or die. The doctor told me my right 
lung was jammed full of T. B. germs and 
also my spittum was full of germs. He 
said I would never be well without the 
operation and he said that he could not 
say I could be well with it. Then I said, 
“Lord, I am going home and trust my 
blessed Jesus.” I wrote Sister J. A. Poun- 
cey at 62 Hannon St., Montgomery, to 
come to the T. B. hospital and take me 
home. Brother and Sister Pouncey came 
right away after they got my letter. The 
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nurse asked me if I was going home. I 
said, “‘Yes.” I had sent for one of the 
doctors so I could tell him I was leaving 
as they don’t like for you to leave with- 
out telling them about it. Of course they 
advised me not to leave, said I would die. 
I told them I was going home and live 
until I did die. 

I knew for sure I had T. B. as I had 
been in the sanatorium with it once be- 
fore, and when I left the hospital I knew 
positively I would die if Jesus didn’t 
touch my body. When I got home Sister 
Pouncey made a fire and helped me to 
bed. Bless her heart. She said, “Sister 
Brown, just keep looking up. I have nev- 
er believed your sickness was unto death.” 
That encouraged me some. Brother Poun- 
cey said, “I don’t blame you, I wouldn’t 
take such an operation. The Lord is able 
to heal you.” I asked for the Church of 
God Evangel. I wrote several requests to 
different names I found in the Evangel, 
asking them to pray for me_ that 
the Lord would touch my body and heal 
me of T. B. Among those I wrote to was 
a brother in Los Angeles, Calif. I have 
forgotten his name. He went out to see 
my mother, Mrs. J. B. Freeman, 1343 E. 
Sth St., and gave her my card. She gave 
him a handkerchief to anoint and pray 
over. When I received the handkerchief 
I placed it on my chest in the name of 
Jesus. I also received an anointed cloth 
from some of the other saints. I sent for 
Brother Earl Dowdy, our pastor at the 
Church of God here in Montgomery. He 
came out to the house. Sister Weeks and 
a few others were here. We had prayer 
and God blessed. Brother Dowdy asked 
the church to fast and pray for my heal- 
ing and I think the entire church fasted 
and prayed two and one-half days. The 
night we had appointed to meet and pray 
for my healing I got out of bed and with 
the help of my maid I walked to the liv- 
ing room. It seemed I grew stronger and 
stronger. I helped suggest where to place 
the chair and put some books on the 
piano. Well, glory, I felt just like Jesus 
was coming, and bless His name He did. 
It seemed I could almost see Him. It was 
wonderful! Nobody knew but me and I 
can’t tell. Never had I had such an ex- 
perience in all my life. I placed a chair for 
Jesus and He came. I can’t say He sat in 
the chair and I can’t say He did not, but 
glory to God I can say He was here. After 
a few songs we began praying. The 
strength began to leave my body; I could 
not stand alone. Something sapped all 
through me; I could feel it in my fingers, 
my knees flopped together. I was carried 
to my room and with help put to bed, I 
hardly know how. Several were around 
me helping but I know I was healed of T. 
B.. Praise God. 

The next day I got out of bed and have 
been out since, going to church and Sun- 
day School and helped work at the altar 
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in two revivals, attended most of a ten- 
day singing school at our church, con- 
ducted by Brother Harry Kutz, tried to 
preach the gospel twice, the Lord gave 
me the messages. Sometimes I feel like I 
am not doing all He would have me do 
about telling His blessings. Brother Haze 
Shaw, I could write a book of my life 
since I found Jesus at your tent meeting 
in Georgia. I was a lost, so-called Chris- 
tian; it was hard for me to give up all 
the world as I was proud. I had some ter- 
rible dreams and have lived to see them 
fulfilled, something I could not have 
made if Jesus and the Church of God had 
not stood by me. 

Brother and Sister J. A. Pouncey, 
Brother and Sister Jim Coker, Brother 
and Sister Leon Burroughs and prayers 
from other of God’s children and our 
blessed Jesus made me what I am today, 
and thank God I have the good, old time 
religion and am saved right now, sancti- 
fied by the blood of Jesus and the blessed 
Holy Ghost abides. I am ready to go if 
Jesus comes or calls. I may some day die 
with T. B. but I am healed right now. 
Praise God. I am five feet and seven 
inches and weigh one hundred forty-eight 
pounds.
